On February 1 Lieut. Comm. 
M..R. Campbell, the Command* 
ing officeriof thé naval detach* 
ment In Montreal, Lieut. Comm. 
A. W. Baker, formerly one of 
the staff of the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College, met with Prin- 
cipalJames to discuss the form- 
ing of a Naval Training Detach- 
ment at McGill. Two days later 
the matter was brought before 
the senate, and approved. This 
makes McGill the first univer* 
sity to have thought of the idea, 
although Varsity and Queens 
were a bit quiclcer in announc- 
ing It. . 

Any peoplis Interested in ioin-' 
Ing the .Ujif.T.C. are asked to 
report at the Naval Barracks 
on Mountain Street, and then, 
when a sufficient number have 
reported, a meeting will be call- 
ed at which Lieut. Comm. 
Campbell will explain all the 
particulars In the coming syl- 
labus: All those wiio wish to 
Join the navy after graduation 
are eligible for membership, and 
if it is found out that a member 
of the coirps will be more tueful 
in industry than In the navy, he 



will be granted a dia^arge. 
Organization will itart almost 
bnmedlately, because it is 
thought that It will be in ad- 
vantage for next year to re- 
ceive the two-week summer 
training. Call for active s«r- 
vice, subject to the exigencies 
of the service, will be delayed 
imtil after the student is grad- 
uated, or until after he leaves 
college. 

The organization of the 
U.N.T.C. will be 'similar to that 
of the U.A.T.C., and the- 
C.O.T.C. A Commanding officer 
will be appointed from the uni- 
versity staff. All undergrad- 
uates will be enrolled as ordi- 
nary seamen on Divisional 
Strength. Students who undergo 
this university training will not 
necessarily become ' officers on 
Joining the active navy, Promo- 
tion will be according to merit. 

Instructors and all equipment 
necessary will be supplied by 
H.M.C.S. Montreal. These in- 
structors will be appointed by 
thé commanding officer. Train- 
ing will be divided. between the 
universi^ and the barracks.

Yale Announces 
"Foreign Area 
Studies" Plan 

Experts Will 
Study United ^, 
Nations Cusltoms 



New Haven, Conn. — (Own Re- 
lease)— On the theory that the "dip- 
loma follows the flag," Yale Univer- 
sity Is embarking on a program iof 
"Foreign Area Studies" to train ex- 
perts in various fields in the lan- 
guage, history and customs of those 
parts of the world which may be 
occupied by United Nations forces 
as the war unfolds. 

"The courses will be open to 
economists, engineers, public health 
officers, social workers, government 
officials, business - men and any 
others with a college degree whose 
precise talents would be valuable 
in re-bullding shattered nations 
after the war. 

As tentatively outlined by Edgar 
S. Furniss, dean of the Graduate 
School, the training will be of an 
intensive nature and limited to 
those who may be assigned abroad 
during the war or afterward. Stu 
dents will study a given section of 
the world for twelve weeks, al. 
though this period might be cut to 
six weeks In the case of those who 
had a fair grasp of the language. 

A typical program of Instruction 

would include one language course, 

one or more courses in history, cuS'

Novel Operation on Flier 

The vital importance which 
medical men play In the reha- 
bilitation of men injured In bat- 
tle is shown In the February is- 
sue of .the American Journal of 
Surgery, which describes an 
operation on a ruptured dia- 
phragm by Dr. Fraser B. Gurd, 
Professor of Surgery in the 
Medical Faculty of McGill Uni- 
versity. 

A Czech R.AF. gunner, rup- 
tured during a dive, had several 
organs disrupted and about 
three quarters of the dia- 
phragm destroyed. Dr.; Gurd 
said that'after returning the or- 
gans to their right place he was 
faced with the problem of clos- 
ing this enormous opening be- 
tween the abdomen and the 
thorax. He loosened a layer of 
the lining of the chest and 
^ispreadjlt over the opening. The 
yflylw^WIll be able to fly again.

Mount Allison Headmaster Describes National 
Educational Policy as Major Canadian Need 



Sackvllle, New Brunswick. — A 
National Educational Policy is a 
major need facing Canada today is 
the well supported opinion express 
éd at a meeting of , the Sackville 
Rotary Club by Kenneth A. Parker, 
Acting Headmaster of the Mount 
Allison Academy and Commercial 
College who spent eleven years in 
Kobe, Japan, as Principal of the 
Canadian Academy. 

Headmaster Parker presènted his 
case and suggestions for^gmeeting 
Canada's, need for a NatlM«i?Edii- 
cational Policy in the following ad- 
dress: 

In the opinion of the speaker, the 
mpjor need facing Canada today is 
a revision of its educational' policy, 
both for, a more auccessful Total 
War effort, and for a successful ap- 
proach .to the exacting demands of 
the post-war reconstruction period. 
While Provincial agencies, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific are formulât- 
ing their requests for Federal mon- 
ies with which to augment provin- 
cial resources. It is to be noted that 
these legitimate and somewhat tim- 
id demands must be considered sec- 



ondary and incidental to the more 
vital issue— that of formulatuig a 
National Educational Policy. Admit 
tedly tliis involves a framework for 
centralization of educational poli- 
cies under Federal -Jurisdiction. To 
those guardiazis of our so-called 
imaginary and fictitious provuicial 
rights such a proposition must 
sound like rank heresy. 

"At the same' time, while reeog. 
nizing the essential greatness of our. 
National Constitution , as .represent* 
ed by the Britlsli' North Amcrira 
Act, I find it exceedingly difficult 
to have the assurance that the 
worthy and' revered Fathers of 
Confederation were; endowed with 
such prophetic insight. Into the i(u- 
tture that they were 'dble adequately 
to anticipate the educational needs 
of this Dominion in IMS. Provincial 
autonomy in education in 1867 was 
fully justified. Today it is as arch- 
aic and inadequate for the present 
days demands as are the ungraded 
wagon roads of that period for to- 
day's transportation needs. 

"First, let us look at the negative 
results In'.war time, because ol our 
4J'

failure to co-ordinate our provin- 
cial educational services. In many 
areas of national life, the sad story 
is of our failure to profit from the 
experiences of the First World War, 
and use them to advantage in World 
War Number Two. Nowhere Is this 
more glaringly illustrated than in 
the field of education. With a ra- 
pidity, which is more than alarm- 
ing, our elementary and secondary 
schools are being depleted of those 
trained and experienced teachers so 
vital and essential to the training 
of our citizens— yes, the soldiers, 
airmen and sailors to be. The patri- 
otic call of the armed services and 
the appeal. of easy money. In war 
In'dtistrles'are too powerful'lb those 
engaged in what seems to be a non- 
essential industry, with its' provin- 
cial starvation wages. If necessary 
put a uniform on our public school 
teachers; but let them know where 
they were wanted most. 

"Eleven years close observation of 
National Education In Japan' have 
contribtited much to this conviction 
of our own fundamental need —

Employee Employer 
Cooperation Is 
Thought Desirable 

Montreal— Problems of labour, 
management co-operation in war 
production will be discussed by 
more than SO . representatives of the 
Govehiments, employers and work- 
ers of the United States and Canada 
meeting in New York tomorrow and 
Sunday at "the invitation ol the In- 
terriatlonal Labor Office. 

Qfflclals of the British. Austra- 
lian, New Zealand and Indian Gov- 
ernments are also, expected to at^ 
tend the meeting] according to Ed- 
ward J. Phelan, Acting Director of 
the I.L.O. 

The meeting will be the seventh 
in a series of United States-Canada 
discussions on manpower problems 
initiated by the International Labor 
Office early in 1941. The group has 
met alternately in Montreal and 
New York. 

Documentary 'niaterial supplying 
background for the discussion of 
labor-management co-operation has 
been prepared for the meeting by 
the I.L.O. This includes a study of 
how problems of labor-managemeul 
co-operation have ^een met in 
Great Britain. 

Second point' on the agenda will 
be an exchange of views on devel- 
opments in the manpower alloca- 
tion programs of the two countries 
since the last meeting In the series 
late in August in Montreal. 

Among those' who are expected to 
attend, according to the I.L.O., are 
Sir Waller Citrine, secretary of the 
British Trades Union Congress, who 
is now in the United States for a 
meeting of the Anglo-American 
Trade Union Committee; Sir Rama- 
swami Mudaliar, representative of 
the Government of India In the 
British War Cabinet; and Walter 
Nash, New Zealand Minister In 
Washmgton. J. A. Brigden, finan- 
cial counsellor of the Australian Le- 
gation in Washington; A. McD. Gor- 
don, labor attache of the British 
Embassy In Washington; and Alex 
Gunn, official of the British Depart- 
ment of Labor 'an'd National Ser- 
vice who is temporarily attached to 
the Canadian Department of Labor, 
will also participate.

"Narrow Nationalism" seems to be ap- 
. pearing more, frequently, as tlic United Na- 
tion's victory prospects increase. Only 
the other day we had a distasteful example 
in Mrs. Clare Booth Luce's demand that 
the United States immediately ensure do- 
' mination of the world commercial air 
routes. And now, again in the American 
' governing bodies, a similar demand has 
appeared. 

Yesterday in the House of Rcprescnta- 
' lives proposals were heard. that the United 

■ States should use her lend-lease commit- 
ments as a lever to gain permanent post- 

fyar. possession of Atlantic and Pacific 
bsaès ai present owned by Britain and 
Russia; further, these same commitments 
should be used to appropriate commercial 
air bases the world over. 
.■ This is Just the sort of self-interest which 
^these same isolationist representatives 
^criticize in Britain and Russia. They hurl 
I'grbss invective at Great Britain for her 
possession of such strategic bases as Gib- 
raltar, Siiéz and Singapore; yet they 
blandly advocate permanent appropriation 
of British-leased bases in Newfoundland, 
' Bermuda, British Guiana, the Solomons 
' and the Netherlands East Indies. They 
criticize Russia for taking by force Finnish 
bases needed for her own defense; yet they 
state calmly, in the words of Warren D. 
Magnusson, that any bases that they can- 
not buy or lease they will "take by force." 

People who live in the United Slates 
shouldn't tlirow stones. More lack of con- 
fidence in American war aims and post- 
| ,war plans is engendered by these rash and 
^^unwarranted statements than isolationtsis 
l'^^: V can readily understand. Wc cannot expect 

■ the occupied countries of Europe to have 
unwavering faith in United Nations aims, 

^ if a very prominent member is continually 
Bpcwing forth plans to take over their air- 
fields to "ensure 'domltiation of the com- 
V; ; mercial air-lino in the post-war period". 
^ FortuDately, ^we can unhesitatingly say 
f^WpBttatthese'utterances are made with the ac- 
" tive disapproval of the American Govern- 
ment, A. A. Berle, Assistant Secretary of 
State, yesterday made clear in an address 
to the House of Representatives that such 
proposals were looked upon with dismay, 
'and stated emphatically that agreements 
between nations must be on a "fair and 
^equitable basis" and ^lat "narrow nation- 
alism" must be rigorously excluded. 
:If the United States can convince these 
^/ isolationist loud-mouths that they arc un- 
{^popular, unrepresentative and above all 
I jtnimical to Allied Interests, it will have 
iachieved a major victory in this war.
